TAX   REGISTRATION. 


The  Title  Guarantee  and  Trust  Company  has  succeeded  in  making  a  very  accurate  tax 
plant  on  a  plan  similar  to  that  followed  in  their  locality  index  of  conveyances  and  mortgages.
